He witnessed the laying of the first brick on the new campus, saw the completion 
of the first building, and greeted the first class in the fall of 1935 to enroll in the 
University. 

In 1941, the trustees of Dillard University elected Mr. Dent president, a position 
he has filled with great distinction for eighteen years. 

At that time, Dillard's plant consisted of seven major buildings, the faculty num- 
bered twenty-six and the student body 309. Under Dr. Dent's dynamic and far-sighted 
leadership the campus has grown to include fifteen major buildings, the faculty and 
student body have been more than tripled. 

Dr. Dent is well-known, also, as a hospital administrator. He served for ten years 
as superintendent of Flint-Goodridge Hospital, a unit of the University He is a past 
president of the National Health Council and of the National Conference "f Hospital 
Administrators. He was a member of the I nited States delegations to the World 
Health Organization, meeting in Geneva in 194!!. in Mexico City in 1955. and in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, in 1958.

Coach Arnistead A. Pierro's Blue Devils, sparked by such 
line players as Thomas Letcher, Ernest Black, Captain John- 
nie Williams, Napoleon Benoit and freshman sensation Billie 
G. Williams, took second place in the Gulf Coast Athletic 
Conference. The Devils won the conference championship in 
'57, but hit especially hard by graduation, the predominant- 
ly freshman squad of '58 had to be satisfied with second 
place and a 3-1 conference record. The overall season record 
was 4-4-1. 

The first game of the season, against Philander Smith 
College, played at Little Rock, was fought to a 12-12 tie. The 
opening home game was lost to Bishop College, 12-6. Bishop 
subsequently won the conference championship. D. U. spirits 
rose when, in the next encounter played on home territory, 
the Devils downed Morehouse, long a gridiron rival. 12-6. 
Students joined the thousands of alumni and friends in the 
jubilation that followed Fisk's rout to a score of 25-8 at the 
Homecoming game. 

Texas College upset the Blue Devils in Tyler 32-0, but in 
the next contest, against Tougaloo at New Orleans, Dillard 
rolled over the Mississippians 37-0. Rust next fell before 
the Dillard onslaught, 24-8, on our territory. Tuskegee, in 
the final minutes of a hard-fought game, edged the Blue 
Devils out of a victory. 14-13. 



The thirteenth Annual Turkey Day Classic between the 
Dillard Blue Devils and the Xavier Gold Rush saw last year's 
victors defeated 14-6, thus returning the famous Bone of 
Contention to the Priestley squad. 

Dillard boosters are optimistic about next year, and they 
have every right to be. By then, such freshman standouts as 
William Watkins, Johnny Cunningham, Willie Minnard. 
Billie G. Williams, Eugene Polk. Clifford Robinson and oth- 
ers will have had a year of college gridiron experience be- 
hind them.
